A dental assistant in the State of Arizona may perform basic supportive dental procedures 
specified by the state dental practice act under the direct supervision of a licensed dentist. 
There are no education or training requirements for this level of dental assisting. 
However, a dental assistant must hold a current Arizona Board-approved certificate in 
radiology to be a dental assistant. To obtain a certificate, one must: 
 
1a. Pass the national DANB Radiation Health and Safety (RHS) exam.
